They Are Made by Hand and by a Com- 


plicated Process. 


The United States consnl in Liege de- 


scribes; in a recent report, the manufac- 
ture of and trade in Damascus gun bar- 
rels, wholly handmade, in the valley of 
the Vnsdre, in Liege province. These 
barrels are for sporting guns, and the 
industry is many years old,,the work- 
men in the villages in the valley being 
almost all gun barrel makers and the 
trade descending from father to son. 


The best barrels are a combination.of 


the best primary substances, welded 
and forged by the martelage a froid 
process. The steel comes from West- 
phalia; the iron is manufactured at 
Couviii, in Belgium; the coal, which is 
specially suited for the work, from the 
Hervo highlands, in Belgium, while.the 
motive power of the factories is obtain- 
ed from the river Vesdre. The industry 
has increased greatly in recent years. 
These amies de luxe, as they are called, 
are made by men working in pairs, each 
pair in its own little factory, quite in- 
dependent of all others.. _They. are paid 
by the piece, 'the wages being good, and 
about 3,000 men aro engaged on the 
work in the valley. Medium quality 
barrels aro rnado of coke iron and steel, 
while tho superior quality, which are 
produced in the Vesdre valley, are mado 
of charcoal iron and steel. An ingenious 
"marriage" of these metals gives a com- 
position which, when manufactured, 
guarantees tho required solidity and re- 
sistance. 


The improvement in these damascu.i 


barrels dates from the introduction of 
precussion caps in plnce of the old flint- 
lock. Formerly iron barrels alone woro 
produced. 
Now, to manufacture tho 


curled dumascus, the ingot is composed 
of 30 sheets of iron and steel, each hav- 
ing a thickness of four millimeters, 
which aro enveloped in a sheet iron bos, 
placed in an oven and welded together 
at the lowest possiblo temperature. Each 
barrel receives 150 welding beats while 
being forged, and if a single ono of (heso 
is unsuccessful tho barrel may" be a fail- 
are, either by alteration of the damas- 
cened work or an imperfection iu the 
welding. 


There is no official tost of these armes 


do luxe, but they arc, thoroughly tested 
by tho manufacturers before delivery. 
Tho annual production of dnmafcus bar- 
rels iu tho Ycsclro valley is about 800,- 
000 pairs, of a value of about 8,500,000 
francs. Of this tho wages alone—for nil 
tho guns aro handmade—amount to 
about 2,000,000 francs. 
The principal 


markets aro Great Britain and tbe 
United States. About half tho barrels 
rniido in tho Vesdro valley are sold to 
manufacturers of arms in Liege to be 
mounted. —New York Times.

PCBIXT OF EJECTIONS 


An act of the Legislature to promote 


the parity of elections by regulating 
the conduct thereof, approved March 
1$ 1895, provides for the nominations 
of candidates for publio office, and fil- 
ing- certificates 'of the same with the 
proper officer. It also requires that 
the names of five persons, who have ac- 
cepted in writing and consented to act, 
selected to receive, expend, credit and 
disburse all moneys contributed, do- 
nated, subscribed, or in any wise fur- 
nished or raised for the purpose of pro- 
moting the election of ;the candidates 


COLORADO POPULISTS. 


At the Colorado Populist Conven- 


tion there was a contesting delegation 


i from Arrapahoe county, headed by ex- 
Governor Waite. The delegates bolted 
and held a convention of their own in 
which they elected delegates to St. 
Louis with the ex-Governor at their 
head.. 


The regular convention adopted a 


platform in which the principal planks 
are free coinage of silver and a declara- 
tion in favor of direct' legislation as 
embodied in the initiative and referen- 
dum.

as such committee. 


The act is voluminous and provides j 


fov every contingency that may arise. 
It limits the amount which each candi- 
date shall expend, and provides severe 
penalties as well as forfeiture of office, 
for a violation of the provisions of the 
act. Every claim must be presented to 
the committee within ten days after! 
the return day of the election, and if j 
not so presented, shallnot be paid, and I 
if the amount of the claim is in excess : 
of the maximum allowed by the act, it j 
shall not be paid. It prohibits dining, j 
treating, or in any way entertaining a! 
person for thepurposo of corraptly in- • 
flnencing that person or any other per- 
son, to give or refrain from giving his 
vote at an election, and it makes it un- j 
lawful for any employer in paying the j 
salary or wages of employes to inclose j 
their pay in envelopes upon which are j 
written or printed the name of any can- j The 
didate, or any political mottoes, devices I 
or arguments, containing threats, ex-: 
press or implied, intended to influence j 
the politics or actions of such em- J 
ployes. Nor shall it be lawful for any j 
employer .within ninety days of an elec- j 
tion, to put up, or otherwise exhibit in , gayg .fc 
his factory, workshop, office, or other nB"pMns 
establishment or place where his em- 
ployes are working, or where they re- 
ceive their pay, any handbill contain- 
ing any threat, notice or information 
that in case any particular ticket or 
candidate shall be elected, work in his 
establishment shall cease, in whole or 
in part, or the salaries or wages of his 
workmen be reduced. This applies to 
corporations as well as individuals, and 
the penalty for violating it is a misde- 
meanor, and, if ti corporation, the for- 
feiture of its charter. 


The law is comprehensive and ex- 


plicit, and under its provisions Nevada 
should have the purest elections con- 
ceivable. 
It revolutionizes the old 


time methods of conducting political 
campaigns. Now if a candidate treats 
a friend, he is liable to fine and im- 
prisonment, and the forfeiture of office, 
if elected, and any campaign literature 
posted up in a workshop or office for 
the purpose of intimidating or influ- 
encing the votes of employes, subjects 
the owner of the establishment to fine 
or imprisonment, as does also the 
promise of position or emoluments to 
any individual in the event of the elec- 
tion of certain candidates. 


This should keep the "fat" fried 


from the trusts and bondholders, who 
controlled the St. Louis Convention, 
out of Nevada, and prevent those se- 
lected to dispense Federal pap among 
the faithful, in the event of McKinley's 
election, from promising positions to 
persons to keep them in line. If a can- 
didate for office should promise a dep- 
atyship to any person, he would not 
only isnbjent himself to a severe pen- 
alty, but to the forfeiture of the office.
